THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Litchfield, in the 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Town on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March next, at two o’clock in the afternoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing and a Selectman for three years. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and make appropriation of the same. 

3. To see what sums of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for permanent improvement 
and maintenance of highways in addition to what is 
required by law and take action in regard to State 
aid. 

4. To see what sums of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for maintenance of State aid 
highways. 

5. To see what sums of money the Town will 
raise and appropriate for the Public Library. 

6. To hear the report of the committee regarding 
the Cutler Memorial Library, and take any action re- 
lating thereto. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to give the Trus- 
tees authority to sell the Aaron Cutler real estate, 
situated in Hudson. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to give the Trus- 
tees authority to sell Stocks and Bonds received from 
the Aaron Cutler Estate. 
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9. To see what action the Town will take in cele- 
bration of Memorial Day and make appropriation for 
the same. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to spray the trees 
along the highway or take any action relating there- 
to. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to exempt from 
taxation, for a term not exceeding ten years, an addi- 
tion to the manufacturing plant of the Amoskeag 
Manufacturing Company of Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, proposed to be erected at, or near Moore’s 
Falls in this Town. 

12. To see what action the Town will take to pre- 
vent the Merrimack River from washing into the 
east bank, at the centre of the Town. 

13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise, and appropriate to prevent the Merrimack 
River from washing into the east banks at the centre 
of the Town. . 

14. To see what action the Town will take in dis- 
continuing the road commencing at the junction of 
the Aaron Cutler Road and leading to what was 
known as the John B. Marshall place, in Hudson. 

15. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to repairing the Town Hall. 

16. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

Report of the School Board 


The New School House for which $10,000 was voted 
at our last Annual Meeting is nearly completed under 
the supervision of Haynes and Mason, Architects, 
and our Building Committee consisting of Messrs 
Amos Saunders, George C. Goff, and J. A. Reid, and 
the School Board feels that the Town has now a 
building that is suitable and convenient for the school 
work of today. The lighting and ventilation systems 
are unexcelled, and the heating equally so, as far as 
completed, but not being sure just when the second 
room will be used only one furnace is installed. We 
feel that the citizens of the District will wish to 
join the School Board in appreciation of the good 
work done by the Building Committee which has 
spent so much time and forethought in this work. 

Especially is appreciation due Mr. Saunders, 
(chairman), as he lives near and much extra care has 
been left to him, to see that all was going right. 

This committee having been chosen to work in 
conjunction with the School Board, we wish to ex- 
press our thanks to them for the congenial as well as 
efficient way that they have carried on the work. 

The School District voted to raise Ten Thousand 
Dollars for a school building at an adjourned meet- 
ing. 

The School Board were very fortunate in securing 
the money in Town from public-spirited Towns Peo- 
ple at a low rate of interest, especially under existing 
laws. 
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The School. District owes the loaners a_ great 
amount of gratitude for their favor. The money was 
secured as follows: By an act of the School District 
at the adjourned meeting the Building Committee 
were instructed to use the school houses number one 
and two, so called, in the new building and secure | 
new material enough to complete the building. 

After investigation the committee thought best to 
sell the school houses and their contents at Auction 
as the builders would not allow anything for them. 
On October 29, 1921 the auction sale took place with 
the following results:

School Superintendent's Report 


To The School Board of Litchfield. 
Greeting: 


Herewith I submit my third annual report as sup- 
erintendent of your schools, and to it I have attached 
a report from your school nurse. 


The school district of Litchfield should be com- 
mended for its very generous action in providing new 
and appropriate housing for its school children. It 
would seem that this new structure should be regard- 
ed as furnishing Litchfield children with housing 
facilities commensurate with that provided by its 
neighboring cities. 

It is vital for a community situated as is Litchfield, 
midway between two growing cities of considerable 
size, to furnish school facilities which shall not suf- 
fer too badly from comparison with those of its 
neighbors. What a community offers for attractions 
is bound to determine the character of its incoming 
population. People interested in the education of 
their children will move to those communities only 
which furnish good schools. Litchfield surely desires 
no other class of immigrants. Although the appro- 
priation made at the last district meeting was gener- 
ous, I believe it a wise expenditure of public money 
and that it will prove a good investment for the 
town. 
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Your. appropriation for books and supplies should 
be a little larger. A year ago the average cost per 
pupil throughout the state for books and_ supplies 
was approximately $3.50. Doubtless it will be a little 
less this year. However, the expense for books in 
mixed schools must always be much larger per pupil 


than in a city or village system, if the children are 
to have an equal supply. For schools of one grade sets 


of books need not exceed one half of the number of 
pupils. In mixed schools with the number of the 
pupils varying from year to year in the several 
grades, sets of books often have to be twice the aver- 
age number of pupils per grade. To give such a 
school an equal supply of sets of books with the vill- 
age system requires four times the number per pupil. 
Your school is in just such a position at present. I 
am sure you do not wish your school handicapped by 
a lack of books. 


As far as I have been able to learn, your pupils in 
the Nashua High and Junior High Schools are mak- 
ing very credible records. This should be very grati- 
fying to both the parents and the district and re- 
flects credit on your school. I believe it should re- 
main your policy, as long as the enrollment of your 
pupils remains as large as it is at present, to main- 
tain not more than seven grades, or one year of 
junior high work, paying for the last year of junior 
high work at Nashua. Should the school increase to 
such an extent that both rooms and two teachers 
should be required, it might be advisable to provide 
for the second year of junior high work. 


The report of your school nurse shows as follows: 
number of pupils examined 31, number suffering from 
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malnutrition 2, perdiculosis 1, defective teeth 13, 
hypertrophied tonsils 7, and unvaccinated without 
proper excuse 16. This is rather a bad showing. A 
decided effort should be made to procure proper 
treatment for the teeth and tonsils. Over 50 per 
cent of your pupils are illegally ‘attending school 
because they have neither been vaccinated nor ex- 
cused from it for cause. This is a matter, however, 
which it is the duty of the board of health to at- 
tend to.
